Not later than the expiration of the 6- 1

month period beginning on the date of the enactment of 2

this Act, the Secretary of Housing and Urban Develop-3

ment, acting through the Assistant Secretary for Public 4

and Indian Housing, shall submit to the Congress a report 5

on the status of the implementation of the amendments 6

made by section 103 of division Q of the Consolidated Ap-7

propriations Act, 2021 (Pub. L. 116–260; 134 Stat. 2166; 8

relating to Fostering Stable Housing Opportunities) and 9

the impact of such amendments on instances of homeless-10

ness of individuals aging out of foster care. 11
